It is understood that the appointment of 
a tirst assistant secretary of state was not 
discussed today, but the gossips have it 
that John Russell Young, of Philadelphia, 
is under consideration. Senator Sherman 
was in excellent spirits, and seemed full 
of vigor. 

The visit of ex-Governor Long, following 
so closely upon that of Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, is construed to mean he 
is not unwilling to accept a place in Major 
McKinley’s cabinet. Senator Lodge assur- 
ed Slajor McKinley there were no objec- 
tions to the appointment of Governor Long 
on the part of the Massachusetts republic- 
and it may be deemed reasonably 
certain that he will be the New England 
member of the cabinet. Major McKinley 
and Governor long had a long talk and 
the latter left for the east by way of 
Cleveland: at 4:30 p. m.

Dun & Co. Talk Hopefully. 

New York, January 15.—R. G. Dun & Co. 
will tomorrow, -in their weekly review 
of trade: 

“The greatest growth and pst oedabacd the 
country had ever seen came suddenly ir 
187%, after several months of disappoint- 
ment, because resumption had not 
yet brought the benefits expected. It takes 
tirae for new nee to reach through 
easier money larger orders, re- 
suming biils, expanding employment and 
larger distribution, to the results which 
make still greater and lasting gain possible. 
Such gradual and steady improvement has 
been in progress more than two months. 
The output. of pig iron has: gained 41.6 per 
cent since October ist. The output of coke 
has increased 88.7 per cent since October 
Ist. Sales of wool have again become large. 
Money markets feel a steady increase in 
demand for Commercial and manufacturing 
loans. Additional works have gone into 
operation each week in January, and the 
working force is larger than at any time 
for six months. The gain may be ascribed 
to the deliberate judgment of the ablest 
and most prudent men in ‘business. 

“It is no time of high prices. Many who 
are anxious to get early hold on the mar- 
ket are making for the moment lower 
prices than they could afford to maintain. 
With the increase in output of pig iron to 
159,720 tons weekly, against 142,278 last 
month, the price is a shade lower at the 
east and Chicago, but heavy purchases al- 
ready advance Bessemer a shade at Pitts- 
burg. Steel bars have been reduced to 
ohne cent, and some other finished products 
$1 per ton, but the demand is on the whole, 
steadily growing. The output has 
risen from 60,000 to $4,324 tons weekly, and 
minor metals are a shade stronger. 

“Textile manufacturers are not encou- 
raged by the demand for goods, though 
more print cloths were sold than for many 
weeks. Lower prices are expected in 
goods, and slow buving is not unnatural 
cotton has fallen 17.8 per cent from 
September llth, print cloths 7 per cent, 
bieached goocG 3144@5% and brown goods 
cto, 3 and 4 per cent. Though woolen goods 
do not improve, there have been pur- 
ses by large mills which cover for two 
weeks of January 11,110,300 .pounds at the 
three. chief markets against 11,8!7,600 last 
year. Some large purchases of leather in- 
dicate that some manufacturers are 

eing their way to more active work, 
and shipments from the east in January 
thus far are 20 por cent larger. than last 
year. Hides at Chicago 244 per cent 
lower. 

‘The Pennsylvania and some other roads 
have commenced to buy rails and several 
costly improvements have been ordered, 
the Columbia bridge alone calling for 7,000 
tons of steel and a terminal! improvement 
for the Evie will cost $1,000,900, 

“The money market has

lend on eall below 2 per cent, which in- 
vited all sorts of financial institutions to 
take the market, caused payment of bank 
loans for some millions and left supplies 
of funds so heavy that time loans were 
sharply marked down. More was, done in 
commercial paner, though offerings in- 
creased but moderately. Receipts from the 
interior exceeded shipments by $1,500,000. 
Exports continue. to exceed I14St year’s 
for the week 8 per cent, while imports fel 
if per cent below last year's.

Cash Can Be Secured at a Lower a 
Than Was Agreed Upon and ti

New York, January 15.—The weekly 
statement of the associated banks to be 
issued tcmorrow will shcw -a large in- 
crease in the cash on hand as the conse- 
quence of an unusual state of affairs in 
the money market. 

About a menth ago the presidents and 
other leading officers of some forty banks 
belongins to the clearing house attended 
a dinner at the Union League Club, given 
by Henry W. Cannon, president of the

an understanding was reached that no 
call loans, or, in other words, loans re- 
payable on demand, should be made at a 
rate less thaa 2 per cent per annum. 

For two or three weeks previously most 
of the call loans had been made at 1% per 
cent. At this rate the banks did not con- 
sider that they were receiving an ade- 
quatese return on their money. During the

companies, insurance ‘companies and other 
large lenders at 1144 per cent. Accordingiy 
they shifted their Joans to a large extent;

The banks secured only a small! part of 
the new loans. The rapid accumulation 
of money in their vaults which was earn- 
ing nothing at all finally brought them to 
a realization that their agreement to keep 
the call money rate up to 2 per cent could 
no longer be adhered to with advantage 
and today most of them were accepting 
offers at 144 per’cent. Although the ten- 
dency of money is downward all over the 
world, it is cheaper in New York than 
anywhere else. 


TRICKS OF THE FERRETS. 


How These Little Snimals Are Train- 
ed To Hunt Rabbits. 
From The Phiiadelphia Press. 

Just back of Lakewood, in New Jersey, 
there is an old farmer, commonly known as 
“Ferret Jim,” who owns one of the best 
stocked ferret farms in this country, and 
he is under contract to furnish dealers with 
several hundred of these queer but useful 
animals every year. It is surprising to the 
uninitiated to find how many useful pur- 
poses the ferrets can be put to these days, 
and an hour’s talk with ‘“‘Ferret Jim” will 
convince you that the animal is one of the 
most important abjuncts to civilization. 

“There ain’t no hunter in the country 
that can get along without a ferret,’’ he ex- 
plains. “Rabbit huntin’ ain’t nowhere 
without a ferret to run into the hole after 
he game, and-as fer rat catchin’ yer dog 
ain't in it. One of these little ferrets will 
get away with more rats than yer dogs and 
cats can kill in a week. Then ye’ve heard 
tell of the ferret that saved London a pile 
of money. No? Well, it was this way. One 
of the cable lines running under the river 
broke one day, an’ the engineers said they’d 
have to take up the pipe and lay a new 
one. But some bright fellow—a yanxee, I 
bet—come along and says ‘No.’ If they’d 
pull out the old cable he’d agree to get a 
new one in its place without disturbing the 
pipe. And how d've suppose he did it? He 
just turned a rat loose in the pipe and then 
started a ferret after it. He didn’t forget 
t otie a string to the hind leg of the ferret, 
so that when the creature came out at the 
other end he had a line straight through 
the pipe under the river. Then they just 
hauled a piece of wire and then a new 
cable through. 

*‘Now, I ain’t sayin’ tha 
engineers are using many 
but they do come to me 
one to clear out a piece 
ground. When a rat is turned 
pipe stopped up with mud, and a 
put on the scent after it, you can bet that 
it don’t take the rat long to bore its way 
through the obstruction. And, take my 
word for it, the ferret ain’t much slower. 
So you see, the ferret is a great cleaner of 
underground pipes and even sewers.’ 

There may be some who would discount 
“Werret Jim's’ prophecies in the plumbing 
line, but certainly there is no contradicting 
his success in ferret farming. In every 
large city hundreds of ferrets are in con- 
stant demand, and dealers make a_busi- 
ness of renting these animals to the owners 
of large storehouses where rats tend to ac- 
cumulate. A good ferret will clean out the 
rats in a week or two, and the deaier re- 
ceives a dollar per day for the loan of each 
ferret. These dealers get their .supply of 
ferrets from the Jersey farm, or from some 
Similar establishment in other parts of 
the country, paying about $1.50 to $4 aplece, 
depending upon the season of the year. In 
Summer the price of the ferrets is the low- 
est, but in the winter the cost advances 
sharply, as there is more demand for then 
from rabbit hunters. 

Last year nearly 2,000 ferrets were raised 
on the farm back of Lakewood, and three- 
quarters of them Were sold, leaving a good 
balance for bte@ding purposes. The ap- 
pearance of a ferret farm is very much like 
a modern poultry vard. It is divided into 
pens made of ordinary barrels and dry 
goods boxes. These boxes are sunk several 
inches into the ground,and rest upon boards 
buried there. This is to prevent the ferrets 
from burrowing out of the pens. The top 
of the box is covered with a wire neiting, 
and cpening on one side from each house is 
a smaller box, where a nest of straw and 
hay is provided for the female. In this 
nest the young are brought forth every 
May and September. 

The ferrets live in 
ters with apparent content, and the young 
ones grow up as tame and docile as kit- 
tens. Wild ferrets are as dificult to tame 
as squirrels, and they will bite the hand 
that attempts to corner them, but those 
reared on the farm have all of their wild 
qualities eliminated. The young ferrets 
can be handled without any training, but 
the parents are inclined to be peevish 
when their litter of young ones are 
touched. ‘‘Ferret Jim” has a pair of tongs 
made of two laths nailed together in such 
a way that an unruly. mother can be 
caught and held by the neck until the 
young ones are removed from the pen. 

The ferrets are fed scraps of § meat, 
bread, crackers, and, in fact, about every- 
thing that a dog will eat. They are very 
fond of rabbits, squirrels, mice and rats, 
and such delicacies fed to them once or 
twice a week keep their instincts strong 
and alert. They take to hunting these 
animals without any training. and the 
owner may not even show them a rat hole 
until suddenly called into service for some 
special work. Instinct them into 
the hole after the oat, and a good appetite 
will do the rest, 

“Ferret Jim” teaches all of 
pets to respond to his whistle. 
is first taught to the inte by whistling 
for them every meal time. The old ones 
naturally respond quickly and get. the 
bulk of ‘the food, and the young ones fol- 
low them more slowly. In time, however, 
they learn that to get their share it is 
necessary to resnond promptly to Jim’s 
whistle. When tak2n into the field for 
hunting, the ferrets must be taught. to 
obey the hunters just es readily as the 
hounds. The ferrets are carried by the 
hunters in small sacks, which can be slung 
over the shoulder by means of a 
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Some of the creatures can never be broken 
of the habit of devo ving the rabbit when 
caught, and it is necessary to muzzle all 
such -ferrets with a soft leather muzzle 
that comes for this purpose. 

When the dog chases the it into its 
hole the ferret fis taken out of the bag 
and set free. Instantly it selects the hole 
of the rabbit so that it rushes headlong 
from the burrow. As it emerges from the 
hole the hunter can either shoot it with 
his gun or catch it alive with a sack or nét 
spread out for it. This latter method is 
the favorite one for catching live rabbits 
for stocking preserves. The rabbit rarely 
permits the ferret to catch it in its bur- 
row, but if frightened back by the hunter 
or dogs, it may fall a victim to the ferret, 
in which case the latter will kill it and 
probably devour it. 

When hunting either for rabbits or 
the dogs have to be taught that the fer- 
retSs are working with them, -and that 
they must not touch these friends. It 

tnkes some time to break a good hound of 
wre tenden< y to catch kill the ferrets, 
but it can be done with a little i 
and perseverence, In hunting rats on the 
old ferrets are employed, for the big whaet 
rats are frequently a good match for a 
young ferret. If the rats happen to have 
a nest of young to guard, they wiil 
offer. combat to a single ferret, and the 
conflict is sometimes disagreeably uncer- 
tain. When several ferrets are used, how- 
ever. to drive the rats out of their holes, 
and dogs are employed to catch them as 
they emerge from them, the work pro- 
gresses rapidly. The rats became demoral- 
ized at seeing so many enemies and they 
easily fall victims to either the dogs, fer- 
rets or the clubs of the boys and men. 

From fifty to one hundred rats have 
been killed in one day by ‘‘Ferret Jim,” 
with three ferrets and two hounds to 
help him, and this number could be in- 
creased if the rats were sufficiently numer- 
ous. In addition to the rats that the fer- 
rets chase from their holes and kill, there 
are many young ones that they destroy in

Editor Constitution—In investigations like 
that now in progress before the special 
committee from the house which is trying 
Judges Sweat and Reese, nearly all pre- 
cedents in ee the United States and 
Georgia go to show that our present com- 
mittee is catia in many ways without pre- 
cedent or authority. Under all precedents, 
and laws in such cases, should either 
of these judges be impeached, they must 
be tried before the senate of Georgia. 
Therefore, in permitting or compelling Sen- 
ator Carter to appear as the prosecutor in 
fact, and the prosecuting officer before the 
committee, this committee has disqualified 

ne of the members of the senate from 
Sitting in the possible trial of said judges. 
It is as if a judge had been taken from 
the bench and made to prosecute the ac- 
cused, over whose destinies the law requires 
him to preside. Then, too, usually in such 
cases, the house acts as a grand jury, brings 
articles of impeachment purely on exXx@garte 
hearings, which the senate tries. Notably 
in the case of V varren Hastings. The house 
of commons brought the articles of im- 
peachment and the house of lords tried 
them. 

In this country, when Andrew Johnson 
was tried before the senate, the house of 
representatives brought the articles of im- 
peuachment, which were based on evidence 
obtained by questioning only the _ wit- 
nesses for the United States. I am informed 
that such was the case when Judge Pick- 
ering was tried for drunkenness as a 
United States j judge. 

In Georgia, whélrwue s Goidsmith and Ren- 
froe trial was on, the house oi representa- 
tives appointed a committee like the one 
now. acting, and C. D. Phillips- was its 
chairman. The committee followed the 
precedents above referred to, sat behind 
closed doors like a grand jury, and defend- 
ants were not allowed to introduce wit- 
nesses, file answers or have counsel before 
this committee. The committee formulated 
charges and specifications upon evidence 
obtained in this ex parte manner, which 
were reported to the house of representa- 
tives, and that body referred them to a 
cial committee, which drafted the artickes of 
impeachment, upon which Goldsmith was 
tried before the senate of Georgia. De- 
fendants were not allowed a hearing at 
all until they reached the senate. And in 
all these cases the popular branch of 
government appointed managers for the 
prosecution from among their own 
members. The house of commons, 

the Hastings case, appointed 
Fox and Sheridan, as mem- 
of the house of commons to in- 
vestigate charges and draft the articles of 
impeachment, and prosecute the accused 
before the house of lords. In the Gold- 
smith and Renfroe cases, the Georgia house 
of representatives appointed C. D. Phillips, 
H. G. Turner and W. M. Hammond, all ofr 
whom were members of the house of rep- 
resentatives, and some of whom were mem- 
bers of the special committee,. to prosecute 
the defendants before ‘the senate of Geor- 
gia.

Andrew Johnson, instead 
of calling on the attorney general to prose- 
cute the president (as our committee called 
on Joe Terrell to prosecute these judges), 
the attorney general of the United States 
was found defending Andrew Johnson be- 
fore the senate of the United States. The 
fact is, Mr. Terrell would have been sub- 
jJect to impeachment himself if he had 
prosecuted these judges, for it would have 
been without authority o€ law. 

The only possible precedent 
committee can be acting under is 
up in the trial of Judge Fort, of 
in 1828. The special committee (without 
precedent or specially delegated authority) 
assumed the right to let the defendants be 
heard before them. But there is no record 
in that case that said hearing was public, 
or that a senator was allowed to prosecute. 
In the Fort case itself a motion to allow 
the defendant to come before the bar of 
the house wus delayed six months, and then 
that right was only granted by resolution 
my the house itself, which showed no such 
right e 1 without the resolution. 

It may be claimed by this committee that 
they base their manner cT procedure upon 
the statute which allows accused justices 
of the peace to be heard in their own de- 
fense before the grand jury. This would 
be a weak position, “howe ‘ver, as section 4504 
of the code of 1882 speciaily mentions 
justices of the — ordinaries, members 
of any board of commissioners and county 
judges—and mene ions these offic only! 
And statutes should be strictly construed!

LIKE THE AMERICAN BUFFALO. 


New York Tribune. 

The last sale of African ivory at Antwerp 
on November 3d consisted of 112,00 pounds, 
entitles it to rank second in import 
four sales held this vear. 
These quarterly sales of ivory at Antwerp 
are important, both with resneet to the 
number of tusks offered and their dimen- 
sions. 

Not less remarkable than the wonderful 
extinction of the buffalo in North America 
is the treatened similar extinction of the 
African elephant by practically the same 
means. About a quarter of a century ago 
the African elephant was pientiful as tur 
north as 16 degrees above the equator, and 
great herds of them could be heard trum- 
peting in the environs of Suakin, on the 
Red sea; but the native Hamram hunters 
of Abyssinia, together with the fZuropeall 
and Arab hunters and traders, begun the 
work of annihilation of these African eie- 

ts of the choicest breed.

“Currency Reform.”’ 

The New York World is somewhat 
surprised that any of its readers should 
still remain in ignorance of the real 
meaning of the phrase “currency re- 
form.” It says that such ignorance re- 
veals “a curious lack of information,” 
and then proceeds to show what it 
means by “currency reform.” As The 
Constitution recently begged The World 
to relieve the phrase from the charge 
of vagueness, it is perhaps due to our 
readers that we shouid lay before them 
in brief shape the sort of “currency re- 
form” that our metropolitan contem- 
porary stands ready to indorese. 

The World says that there are in ex- 
istence three hundred and forty-five mil- 
lion dollars of greenbacks, and ‘‘when- 
ever one. of them is’ presented for 
payment the treasury must redeem it 
with as many dollars in go!d as it calls 
for.”

“The integrity of the nation” is goad, 
very good.

currency on our hands. 

The World should bear in mind, when 
pronouncing dogmaticaliv in of 
this or that plan of currency reform, 
that we have not ye' the 
gold standard. We are approaching it, 
but we have not vet reached it. It should 
also bear in mind that there is no cbjec- 
tion in any quarter to the gold stendard 
per se. All objections are based entiroe- 
ly on the fact that the stock of gold is 
too small to afford a basis for an amount 
of eurrency sufficient fo enable the peo- 
ple to progress toward prosperity. 

Rut if. as is c!simed by some (The 
World probably among them), the quan- 
tity of money in circulation has no ef- 
fect on commerce, trade, business and 
prices, it can make no difference wheth- 
er anything is substituted for the greon- 
backs and treasury whether 
the volume of circulation is maintained 
or cut in half. 

This apart, however, the currency 
that is substituted for the greenbacks 
and treasury notes will have to conform 
in volume to the stock of fold avail- 
able. or it will have to be irredeomabdle 
paper. Contraction is an inevitab'te and 
a necessary step toward the gold stand- 
ard, but it is only a step. 

For. after the currency has been con- 
: tracted to the point of easy redemption, 
another difficulty will have to be over- 
come before it can be said that we lave 
reached the gold standard.

The World, indeed, re- 
fers to the silver dollars, saying that 
they must be “in some way maintained 
in circulation their face value Wwith- 
out being a menace to the stability of 
our currency, or to the integrity of the 
nation.” This is vague and unsatisfac- 
tory, especially from the standpoint of 
those who have made a new religion of 
the money question, worshiping and 
singing hymns to “parity.” According 
to the teachings of these worshipers 
there are only two ways of disposing of 
the silver dollars as a menace: one is 
to redeem them in gold on presentation; 
the other is to retire them. 

The suggestions we have thrown out 
are sufficient to show that The Wor!d’s 
ideas of currency reform are vague and 
vaporous. When the Editor has time 
we trust he will go irgo the subject 
more confidently and inforra his readers 
precisely what should be done.

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A Judicial Patriarch. 


The contemplated reiirement from the 
United States supreme court of Justice 
| Stephen J. Field, who has now reached 
| the age of four score years, naturally 
directs attention to his longeperiod of 


| service on the bench. 


Justice Field received his appointment 
to the supreme court from President 
Lincoln in 1863. For nearly thirty-four 
years, therefore, he has been a member 
of our highest judicial body; and to sa} 


' that he has 


been a tireless worker dur- 
ing that long interval of time is to em- 


ploy the use of a very mid expressian. 


His great energies of mind and heart 
have been freely, almost unremittingly, 


| devoted to the service of the public, and 


if ever a man deserved rest, after the 


| cares of a varied and exacting career, 


'that man is Justice Stephen J. Field. 


Justice Field is not only the patriarch 
of the present supreme bench, having 
served for a longer period of time than 
any one of his associates; but, with the 
single exception of Chief Justice John 
Mershall, who served for something over 
thirty-four years, his record is without 
a parallel in the history of the court. If 
he holds his seat for only a few months 
longer, therefore, he will even outstrip 
the tenure of Chief Justice Marshall.

Smith 
struck Cain over the head with his pistol, 
and later in the scuffle shot him in. the 
side. 

Smith then fled on his horse out by the 
Soldiers’ home, pursued by an officer, but 
was. never caught. Cain has been in a 
critical condition ever since, and made a 
statement before he died that he was as 

‘much to blame as Smith in the trouble. 

The arrangements for the funeral have 
not been perfected, but will be announced 
later. This is the only death resulting 


trom the many serious difficulties over the 
city on Christmas day.

Inaugural Arrangements Assuming

Washington, January 15.—(Special.)—The 
more the arbitration treaty which receives 
80 much gencral commendation at first is 
discussed the greater is the opposition to 
it. This opposition is not aimed at the 
general principle of arbitration but con- 
siders simply this one treaty and the attl- 
tude in which this country is plated under 
its provisions. 

While it may be true that some of the op- 
position is based on political reasons, it 
is equally true that a good deal of it comes 
simply from those who look at the sub- 
ject from an entirely unbiased standpoint 
and who are anxious to get for this coun- 
try only that which Their aim is 
simply to insist that the interests of the 
United States shall be fully preserved in 
any treaty which may be made. 

Any opposition based on political or per- 
sonal reasons would necessarily have very 
little weight; but opposition of the charac- 
ter I have outlined is having, as it should 
have, a great deal of weight, and it seems 
probable that the treaty will either be very 
considerably amended before ratification 
or it will fail entirely. 

Senator Bacon Struggles Against It. 

One of the most active of the opponents 
to the ratification of the treaty ‘'t now 
stands is Senator Bacon, of Georgia. He 
is very emphatic in his declaration of op- 
position and he gives good reasons for his 
position. : 

“T am entirely opposed to the arbitration 
with Great Britain as it stands,” 

“There are enough objections ly- 
surface to give abundant war- 
rant for. my opposition, and I have no 
doubt that a further study will develop 
other grounds of objection. 

“T want to be distinctly understood, how- 
ever,’’ continued Senator Bacon, “that I 
am favorable to the principle of arbitra- 
tion. One feature in this treaty to which

Senator Bacon declared that he consider- 
ed the treaty exceedingly unwise and aito- 
gether unnecessary to secure the end which 
most of all will approve, to have arbitra- 
tions whenever necessary. 

“T believe,’’ he said, emphatically, “‘if the 
treaty is adopted it will prove a veritable 
Pandora’s box.’’*

WASHINGTON GOSSIP 


What Captain Brown's Appointment to 
the First Cavalry Means. 


CUBA AND THE NEW CABINET 


Ex-Secretary Smith and the Party He 
Claims To Support. 


HIS CRITICISM OF HON. W. J. BRYAN 


Tom Reed Grows a Bit Caustic While 
Conversing of Wolcott and 
McKinley. 


Washington, January 15.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Everybody in Georgia who 
knows him will be glad to learn that the 
recent assignment of Captain Oscar Brown 
to the First cavalry does not mean that he 
is to leave the state. He will continue in 
his present relations toward the Georgia 
militia for nearly two years longer; that 
is, of course, unless there should arise some 
contingency which would require his join- 
ing his command. 

These assignments for special duty in con- 
junction with the governors of the several 
states which carry with them general su- 
pervision, instruction and inspection of 
the state military forces usually carry with 
them the idea of a four’ years’ term, 
though there is no term fixed. 

When I received notice of Secretary La- 
mont’s assignment of Captain Brown to a 
troop of the First cavalry, the natural 
question it raised in my mind was: Does 
it take him from Georgia? I suppose the 
Same question was asked by a good many 
people in Georgia, for I have myself re- 
ceived elght letters of inquiry from differ- 
ent parts of the state. 

In reply to these, and to set at rest the 
minds of the soldiers of the state, I want 
to take the necessary space to explain that 
Captain Brown does not leave Georgia. 
The definite information came from the 
office of the secretary of war today. The 
assignment of the secretary was simply to 
give to the newly-made captain a command 
—a sort of habitation and a home, as it 
were. 

In response to my question it was ex- 
plained at the office of the adjutant gen- 
eral that, while the officers assigned to 
this duty in the different states are usu- 
ally first Meutenants, in some states cap- 
tains are assigned, and that unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs to change the pres- 
ent plans, Captain Brown will not assume 
ccmmand of his troop for nearly two years, 
but will continue in Georgia, dividing his 
time between ’possum feasts at Newnan, 
Oyster roasts with Bill Clifton at Darien 
and his office on the second floor of the 
capitol. 


Cuba and the New Cabinet. 

The friends cf Cuba have been watch- 
ing with much interest and a good deal of 
anxiety the Canton efforts at cabinet mak- 
ing The broadAmericanism which his friends 
have pronounced the most prominent char- 
acteristic in the president-elect’s personal 
make-up, has given Cuban sympathizers 
much hope. As they see it. if that trait does 
exist in the McKinley character it is a 
most welcome contrast. to the toadyism and 
toryism the Cleveland-Olney combina- 
tion, and gives promise that some inter- 
ests in addition to those of the gold own- 
ers and bondholders will receive considera- 
tion at the hands of the executive end of 
this government. They can see no possibil- 
ity of loss to their cause in a change of 
administration and every possibility of 
gain, 

But they are not as hopeful of securing 
immediate recognition under the new ad- 
ministration as they were some days ago. 
The latest’ advices from Canton have not 
pleased them. The phase of cabinet gossip 
which is particularly a:spleasing is the 
almost unanimous consensus of opinion 
which puts Sherman in the chair of state. 
Sherman is a fossil. If he ever had any 
blood in his veins it has been congealed 
by contact with his iceberg exterior. He 
is old, cold and crabbed. The appeals of 
patriots. dying in the cause of liberty find 
no sympathy with him, no lodgment in his 
capacious ears. Of all the men who have 
been mentioned in connection with the 
cabinet he is least aeceptable to those who 
believe that the time has come for this 
government to take a stand for liberty and 
humanity. 

On no man in the republican party will 
Olney’s shoes fit so snugly. Sherman has 
served the Wall street ‘‘business interests’’ 
so long and so faithfully that they know 
they can rely on him to continue the pres- 
ent policy of keeping official eyes shut to 
the imprisonment and the butchery of 
American citizens so long as thése ‘‘inter- 
ests’’ may demand. 

Sentiment must not be allowed to enter 
in these matters; what are American lives 
as compared with American dollars? 

That is the Cleveland and the Olney poli- 
cy. Sherman is declaring himself strongly 
against “‘hasty action’’ just as Cleveland 
and Olney have declared themselves.

The Board of Health @rganizes for the 
Coming Year, 


DR. J. F. ALEXANDER PRESIDENT 


Dr. F. W. McRae Is Re-elected Secre- 
tary Over His Earnest Protest. 
Board as It Now Stands 


The new board of health met last night 
and organized for‘the ensuing year. 

Dr. J. F. Alexander wes elected presti- 
dent, and Dr. F. W. McRae. secretary. The 
newly elected secretary arose to make a 
Speech and while he was endeavoring 
give a reason why he should be excused 
from further duty, he was unanimously 
elected. 

“We have no time for speeches, 
remarked Dr. Cooper. 

The new board is as follows: 

Dr. J. F. Alexander, Dr. F. W. McRae, 
Dr. J. C. Avary, Captain J. A. Miller, Dr. 
H. P. Cooper, Mayor Collier and Judge R. 
T. Dorsey. | 

In the report of Chief Inspector Vea! 
it was shown that there were four deaths 
from scarlet fever. from diphtheria, 
and one from typhiod fever since the first 
day of January. The department had 
been required to remove 161 dead «animals 
in the past fifteen days. 

A proposition was submitted from 
Southern Live Stock Insurance Company 
to insure the horses of the health denart- 
ment. The rate for 12 
year on three-fourths value of the stock, 
the company to furnish a veterinary sur- 
eon free of charge. It developed that the 
department lost last vear fourteen horses, 
which cost about $800, and there was no 
insurance. To insure all the stock would 
entail a cost of about $1,900 a year. The 
matter was referred to the following spe- 
cial committee: Messrs. Veal, Miller and 
McRae. 

A petition was presented from William 
Rogan for exemption from making a con- 
nection with the public sewer on the 
ground that he fntended to put up new 
buildings at an early day on his property 
at the corner of Marietta and Pine streets. 
He closed his appeal with the statement 
that he had lived in Atlanta since 1867 and 
never before had asked a single favor 
from the city. Upon this remarkable 
showing Dr. Cooper moved quickly that 
the petition be granted, and the motion 
Was unanimously adopted. 

Mrs. M. E. Thompson, a widow living 
at No. 288 East Hunter street. was given 
sixty days’ time in which to make sewer 
connections. 

The city of Tallapoosa asked Atlanta 
to loan it a sanitary inspector. The re- 
quest was -declined. 

The quick and peaceful manner in which 
the board of health dispatches business 
is in strong comparison to some other 
city bodies. Remarking upon this Dr. AIl- 
exander said: “‘We are strictly business 
here. Wevhave affairs to look after which 
affect the public welfare and we are trying 
to do this in the best way possible. There 
is never any friction in any of our meet- 
{ings.”’ 

Dr. Alexander's re-election was a test!- 
mony of the high regard in which he {s 
held by the other members of the board. 
He has given the city valuable service 
and has been untiring in his efforts to 
look after the city’s sanitary affairs. 

In Dr. McRae the board has a most ef- 
ficient secretary and his re-election was 
made over a protest which he attempted 
to make, but which the board would: «not 
listen to. He has been zealous in his work 
and has given Atlanta excellent service.

Those Atlanta ladies who may be _pres- 
ent at the congress of mothers meeting in 
Washington next month will probably hear 
many arguments as to the proper care 
that should be taken of the poor children 
in large cities. An interesting article on 
the subject comes from Elizabeth Ells- 
worth, who says, among-other interesting 
things: @ 

‘In many 
problem has been 
success. It has been a 
other side of the ocean for a longer period 
than here, because of the enforced ab- 
sence of the mother, as well as the father, 
of the household. 

“M. Godin established three huge build- 
ings, which ,are called fumilisteries. Toe 
most important of these is located near 
the little city of Guise, in the departmenit 
of Aisne, some forty miles to the north 
of Paris. This familistery is nothing more 
than a socialistic settlement of some NW 
souls. and $0 per cent of them are com- 
posed of families of which both pnrents 
perform outside labor. This, of course, 
leaves the children at home, uncared for 
by their natural guardians. It was to off- 
set this latter calamity that the familister- 
ies were established. 

“Each family pays a rent proportionate 
to its number, and, if there are any profits, 
are divided at regular intervals 
among the members. Many little luxuries 
impossible to the single home, are enjoyed 
by this syndicate of housekeepers, but the 
reserved for the children. 
in the morning the young- 
over to the caretakers. 
babies are placed in one 
children, who must be 
amused and older ones, who have reached 
the schooling age. are placed in a third. 
They are all washed, dressed and break- 
fasted. 

“There ts a room set apart for cribs and 
cradles, in which the little ones sleep the 
best part of the day, and a much larger 
the older brothers and sisters 
can romp and play under the watchful 
syes of the kindly nourrice. 

“Tn this room there are all kinds of play- 
things. Mechanical dolls. which move 
around the floor-on wheels, and all kinds 
of gimcracks attached to cross wires with 
elastic, @®nce about in the air. When the 
children grow tired they are placed in little 
settees: these are arranged in a circle and 
the day mother tells them fairy tales or 
puts the mechanical toys through some 
wonderful tricks. 

‘In the schools the children 
taught, and, in addition to the regular 
lessons, which iit the pupils to become in- 
telligent workers, they are impregnated 
with the science of socialism, that the 
scholar will be certain to remain with the 
socialists in later life.

Ex-Senator Opens the Atlanta Lecture 
Association's Course, 


ENTERTAINS A LARGE AUDIENCE 


He Talks on Some Problems of This 
Century and Says Many Bright 
Things—Warm Reception. 


The Atlanta Lecture Association’s course 
had a brilliant opening last night with an 
address at the Grand opera house by Hon. 
John J: Ingalls, of Kansas. All the boxes 
on the first and second tiers were taken 
and the lower floor was almost completely 
filled. It was an unusually large audience 
for a lecture, and it was representative of 
the city’s sulture and fashion. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke, president of 
the assiciation, made a brief introductory 
talk, explaining the organization and its 
successful beginning. The judge intro- 
duced the ex-senator, who was received 
with hearty applause. Mr. Ingalls spoke 
on “Problems of Our Second Century.”’ 
He had an engaging manner. His sturdy 
physique was inherited, he said, from his 
grandfather, who was. a blacksmith. The 
audience smiled at the suggestion of the 
senator’s physique being sturdy. One of 
the propositions which he laid down was 
that this country teems with opportuni- 
ties. If a boy or girl, woman or man does 
not seize one, it is not the opportunity’s 
fault. “I remember the time,’ said he, 
‘when Bell telephone stock was being 
hawked about the streets of Washington, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and New York at 
10 cents a share.’ Afterwards it was worth 
$300 a share. Why didn’t I take my 10 
cents and buy a share? It was because I 
did not have the sense.’’ 

Senator Ingalls has decided views on the 
emigrant question. After discussing the 
great influx of Europeans of the lowest 
character, he said that therein was one of 
the causes of cheap labor and the millions 
of idle men who tramp the streets and 
roads of this country, hunting employment. 
He would restrict this stream and throw 
an educational qualification about citizen- 
ship. A man should be able to read, write 
and speak English to be qualified for nat- 
uralization. Mr. Ingalls was in Chicago 
during the riots of 1894, and he was. dis: 
gusted with the element which was cursing 
and defying the law and flag of 
this country. He that his 
only chance to move fety was 
to keep his mouth hermetically sealted— 
as was his habitual custom. The gateways 
were too free. he declared, to the criminal 
and pauper population of southern Europe, 
and he, for one, would shut it out. He 
believed in a measure of protection for the 
working man—protection which would pro- 
tect him from competition of this char- 
acter. Labor-saving machinery is turning 
thousands of American laborers out of em- 
ployment. The senator raised no objection 
to this machinery, but it is a factor in 
another of the problems of this century. 
Even farming is becoming such a sedentary 
occupation with all the new plowing, plant- 
ing and harvesting machinery that the 
farmer must quit the cultivation of the 
soil and go on the lIecture platform: or 
enter some other profession to get ‘the 
proper amount of exercise. Mr. Ingnlls 
touched on the right of woman to vote, 
and declared that if she wants to vote-and 
faiis to get the privilege, it will be the 
first instance in which she has failed to 
get what she wanted. 

The lecturer’s theme was along the line 
that liberty and poverty cannot exist to- 
gether. .asuere should.not be a great class 
of American people unable to get remuner- 
ative employment and dependent on the 
charity of others. Such a condition is bad 
and presents a problem for statesmen to 
solve. In closing, he drew an interesting 
picture of William J. ‘Bryan, a 
poor, young man, recognizing the 
opportunity and by force of his 
intellect and oratory seizing it and grasp- 
ing in a twenty-minutes’ speech the most 
dazzling honor in his great party's gilt. 
He paid Mr. Bryan a high tribute, a little 
touch which was loud!y applauded. 

Mr. Ingalls was interrupted many 
by applause. Ilis lecture was full 
bright hits, some of them very subtle, 
wonderfully eftective. The address was 
thoroughly enjoyed by the audience, and 
at the close there was but one opinion of 
the initial entertuinment of the course, and 
that was an enthusiastic indorsement.
